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LITIGATION ARISING FROM SUICIDE

A suit has just been settled in our Superior
Court of a kind that slways deeply interests
a community, A widow brought an Action
against an insueance company to recover
#10,000, the amount of a policy upon the life
of her Iate husband. The company set up
for defense that the policy was rendered void

by the suicide of the insured. It was
ghown that he died sudde nly, shortly
after an examination of his entangled

aocounts with snother company ol which he
was nit officer. The defendant contonded
that the decensed took strychnine: the
plaintiff proved by medionl testimony and o
yost mortem  examination that he died of
‘..-:u't dizenses, Upon the proof, the defense
wis withdrawn and the case sottled by pay-
went of the polioy, It is snid that a case of
netinl sndcide, that of a man named Belden,
who cowmitted the act in Ludlow street jail,
will be brought into our conrts, as a bank of
tliis city holding a policy on his life as ool-
Interal for a debt, purposes bringing an action
for recovery against the company that issued
the policy.
It is rarely that a company successfully de-
fends jtself in a suit of this eharaoter. It
Rppenrs NeCASSATY that the l](“fﬂlllllllllt should
woye not only the fact of suicide, but the
intention, Iven if the actis not at all acoi-
dental, it is probably committed 'lmit_lq mel.
ancholy or frenzy, when it is questionable
whother the mind of the individual is en-
tirely under the contrel of reason. A com.-
l\;m_\-' could searcely expect to prove that the
deceased committed the act for the purpose
ol lu‘bt‘ipi?ﬂling the ulnlill‘il_\' of the pullvy;
vel it must clear np every donbt as to the
ganity of the person at the time of the oconr-
yence, For, if the unfortunate man was not
a responsible being, the company remains
responsible for its obligation. To free the
company his suicido should Le as deliberate
as though he had considered the advantages
angd disndvantages of his act, and selected it
as a judicious mode of winding up his affairs.
[t is ourrently reported that an insurance
was paid to the survivors of a lady who is
Lelieved to have taken morphine for the pur-
pose of cansing death, last year, in Connecti-
cul, and there was no attempt at litiga-
tion. An English company, qnite recently,
wlhere (here was no doubt about the suicide
of the decensed, is said to have deposited
&10,000, the amount of the policy, with a
trust company in this eity, to be paid to the
successful claimant. The insurance company
does not propose to dispute the ]lu“i"\'. but
awaits the decision ot our Supreme Conrt
whether the payment shall be made to the
heirs of a deceased wife or a present widow.
In nddition to the difficulties of defense,
the odium that attaches to any delay in the
settlement of an insurance claim is apt to
work great injury to a company. If a jury
can be persuaded to decide in favor of a soul-
léss corporation and agninst an interesting
widow, the siympnl.hi(-ﬂ of the public are also
to be considered when the concern intends
to do any further bnsiness. The risk of such
oceurrences is, rmoreover, not an important
element in calenlating vital contingenocies.
There are probably not more suicides in the
United States than one per annum to every
15,000 of population. In our cities such acts
are proportionally mors [fuent, but the
vatio can bardly exceed one in 7500, Among
those whose lives are insured, being distine-
tively the more prudent class, the actnal num-
ber of saicides must be very small.  In fact,
the real excuse for retuining the *‘death by
Lis own hand” eclause in life policies, is the
fear that its absence may tempt the insured
to hanker after félo de s¢.  With many of our
companies it is a dead letter; a form,
copied from forms inuse in England; but
almost as much a relic of barbarism as the
former Epglish statute under which a person
conuilting smicide had to be buried by the
roadside with a stake driven throngh his
body, while his estate became escheated to
the Crown. But whatever may be the system
of an insurance company, litigation is, in all
respects, its worst policy. In fagrant in-
stances a compromise can usually be effectod
that would be cheaper than a lawsuit.
Already, indeed, some companies propose to
make the clause inoperative after the policy
Lias run a certain length of time, and it is
probable that hefore long they will “*reform it
altogether.”

JAPANESE HOSPITALITY.

Considerable surprise is expressed in Eng-
land at the promptness and cordiality with
which the D Edinburgh was received
by the Mikado of Japan, and no less per.
plexity and indignation at the refusal of the
Majesty of China to grant his Royal Highness
an interview. The conduct of the sovereigus
is contrasted in a tone that once more shows
the determination of English writers to con-
sider these two Oriental empires from the
fune stand-point. The faet is, lhfll lhﬂfl‘.
is not the slightest similarity eithar in
the character of the people or the
principles of their Government, ;
exclusiveness of China is a  policy
which Las existed for hundreds nl‘l centuries,
while that of Japan is of comparatively rocent
origin. The natural temper of the Chinese—
at least of those in authority—is suspicions,
reserved, and selfish. That of the Japanese
is confiding, open, and generous. Fo-
reigners have only themselves to blame
for their rigorous exclusion during a period
of wore than two hundred years from
these flonishing islands, Their first visits
were weleomed with delight, and, under
the tenchings of Francis Xuvier and his fol-
lowers, the simple inhabitanis were rapidly
ewbracing the Christian faith, when the
politico-religious intri;iucs of the ‘Imtr.-.h and
Portugnese threatened the security of the
thione nnd destroyed the tranquillity of the
entive nation, Ho fagrant wore the crimes
of the contending colonists that Christianity
Lnre»-(-m\_\' became the synonym, in the appre-

ension of the native rolers, of every spooies
of disorder, treachery, aud m'nelfy. Thei:
expulsion was simply an not of m:’l! -Preservi-
tion on the part of the -lnpum.-;n:_(r»wemm:‘_:nl.

It has been remavked as curious that flowers
form by no means so favorite a subject with
painters s trees; and the fact is one which at
first sight we should not perhaps altogether ex-
pect, Brilllnuey of coloring 15 a quality which
a palpter, above all men, must be disposed to
appreclate; and while trees are ciad in a nearly
uniform sober green, fowers will furnish ex-
amples of all Kinds ol tenderness and exqulsite-
ness, from the melting hues of the rose to the
pure white of the lily of the valley, or the deli-
cate purple of the petunin, And inde®d most
men who take an interest In vegetation of any
kind care more for flowers than for trees; they
will get much more pleasure of o direct kind
from thelr geraniums nnd rose-beds than from
thelr shrubberies, But the painter Is an excep-
tion, He will mark every gradation of Hght and
color om the trunk of n pine far more readily
than he will look at the finest garden dower in
the world.

The reason for this fact, which at first nppears
singnlar, 18 in roalily very simple, It is that
trees as 0 whole are much more noble objects,
more worthy to be konown, than flowers asa
whicle: and the paintor, who studies the matter
more deeply than ovdlnary men, s perfectly
aware of this fuct. Flowers carry nearly alfl
their splendor on the onteide; and this ngain is
in great numbers of instanees malonly the creo-
tion of man, Few of our garden nnd hot-honse
flowers do not owe their most obvious beauty to
aesliduons care and cultivation. Trees, on the
other hand, have an Infiosie grandeur nnd sta-
LIitY: they do not lean on us, they are not de-
e ot on ns; they are In a certivdn sgonse onr
rivals, and in some countries successiul rlvals,
that In thoir vigorons growth extrude mon from
the field. And siuce a polnter, it he 18 to be
apytbing of o painter, must likewise be some-
sy of # poel, and must  discern and
shadow forth the foper life os well as the
viiter form of (hlogs, 0 zood painter will find that
trees nre much more to his purpose than lowers.

the Imagination; in this they perhaps snrpass
un Iialian lnudae e s mueh as the Tinlinn land-
seape  surpasges  them In beauty, Yot when
blrches are mingled with the pine forests, the
two together have real boauty, and a charm
that helonges Lo neither separately —
the harmony ol strength and greace, of firmness
and fHexibility, Nowhere have we seen this
more perfectly than in the forests that skirt the
roud rom Christinnln to Bergen: the rolling
mnsses of follage descend continuonsly from the
ridges to the valleys, thelr ontline indiscornible,
and fnding Into o Kind of blue haze. The inter-
misture of trees is seldom 50 clowe as hero: bot
whierever seen it is noticed and remembered in-
stinetively, especially In the early spring, when
the emernld green of the bireh stondsout against
the dark masses behind.

Next to the Seandinavion conntries, Syria aud
Tyrol are the parts of Europe most renowaed
for their pine forests, They are, however, reln-
tively less conspletons to the traveller in those

countries, on account of the greater promi-
nence of the other features of the lnnd-
seape; and we believe, also, their timber is

not reckoned o good. Yol even Norway ylelds
to Cannda, whose interminable forests the
great reservolir from which thimber is importod
1o England. The pines of Euvope are seldom of
nny grent size: bont it is sald that there are, or
were lately, some in Thuringia that attained the
marvellons helght of three bhundred feot, an
pltitude Cif true) nlmost vivalling the Wellingto-

ninns of Unlifornia, In England we have long
censed to bave any large forests, whether ol
ine or other trees, to bonst of. And thourh

Wrtmoor Forest, the Penk Forest, and other
siteh places are popularly supposed to have been
once what the noaine at present indleates, this
appears to  be o misapprehension; the word
forest, like the word wood, meant originally
nothing wore than a tract of wild uatilled coun-
try. Certaluly it s difficalt to imagine any large
growth of trees of auy kind on the barren limo-
gtone upland to which the name of the Peak
Forest Is given,  Yet there ean be no doubit that
the trees have Lieen very mnch thinned all over
England in the lasi two or three centuries,  For
example, it is o tradition of the olddr inhabitants
that the valley of Troutboeek o W land,
now compnritivels mtinuons
lorest,

It is, however, the samefassiduons enltivation
whiich has prevented us from having in Encland
any woods comparable o gize even to those of
Germany, that has renderved our individunl trees
we o rule =0 mueh larger in growith than those
of the Continent. There are few paris of Eng-
lond that have not some park conspleuous lor
the magnitnde of {taonks, its elms, or its heechoes.
Of onks we have measured oue near Albary, in
Surrey, which at five feet from the ground men-
stred nearly twenty-nioe feet in circumference.
In Windsor Park Is a beech of yet larger di-
moenstons; and we remaember one on the Barle in
Somerselshire from whose massive trunk sprang
four separate branches, each equal in !ill.'-‘.l' to
an grdinary tree. This last, nnless wo are mis-
taken, grew in a farmyacd. It I8, however,
nelther ouks, nor elms, noy Leeches, that have
the largest girth of any Eoglish tree, but yews.
Yews like that at Averedw in Radnorshire, or
thnt at Darley in Derbyshire, when oneg seen,
will never be forgotten, from thelr nuge size,
thelr picturesque, battered, vencrable look.
There i3 mo tree that has more atbracted the
attention of poets. There are few to whom the
description in Rokeby of that weled and gloomy
arove on the Greta will not ocenr; nor are Words-
worth'd lines less celebrated on

“that fraternal four of Borrowdale

We hear of yewsin Seotland upwards of fifty-
six feet in cirenmference, The yew Is perhaps
the only tree that up to extreme old age grows
constantly and incontestably more striking in
appearance: for thongh there s no tree that does
uot lmprove as it grows to maturity, while there
are many to which a certain appearance of anti-
quity is becomiug, yet a decrepit ouk or elm
has lost more by the decay and fall of its
branches than It has goined by the venerable-
ness of its trunk.  With a yew the reverse s the
Cuse.

The part of the Continent that, of all within
our knowledre, has the most stately declduous
trees, is Holsteln, This comes from a cireum-
stanee which has no doubt purtly eaused the fine
growth of trees in England —pnamely, the per-
alstont raininess of the climate. By the nume-
rous lnkes of Holstein, and sloplug down to the
sen, are beech groves superior to aay in the
whole of Germany. It is curlous, by the way,
why the beeeh is so rare a tree in Norway., We
cannot call to mind a single specimen of It,
though planes and othier not hardy trees are by
no menns rare near Christiania,

The onk, the elm, and the becch are the un-
guestioned monarchs of all English vegetation.
The yew in a wpy stands by itself, as being so
much rarer nnd 5o much more siogular a tree.,
These trees nlone have lpdividusl grandeur,
amd o grandenr which is not antagonistic to,
but ruther contalns, beauty, We have never
Leen nble to uoderstand the dietum of Mr. Rus
Lin, that the oak is the least graceful of trees.
The curves in the boughs of a well-grown onk
are no doubt separately less beautiful than those
of an ash or beech: but Lhu{ have a harmooy
which more than redeems thelr individual de-
{feet: they suit well with one another.  The only
ugly trees in Eogland (and those not by their
own funlt) are pollard willows, The step from
onks and beeches to the finest of our ¢common
garden-trees, such as sycamores and wcacias,
a slep downwards; it s the step from the
erandenr of uature to the symmetry of art; and
